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That’s an excellent question. There is a good chance that the seafood 
you will be offered traveled farther than you did. In the state of Florida, 
even though we are surrounded by water, more than 90% of the 


seafood sold this year will be imported from other countries. 


Throughout the United States, the huge majority of seafood is imported. 
Most of it is mislabeled. Frozen seafood Is sold as “fresh” and imported 
seafood ts sold as “local.” According to Oceana, 93% of fish sold as red 
snapper ts actually some other species. 5/% of tuna sold at sushi bars 
throughout the country is not tuna. Most of the tilapia served in this 
country comes from Viet Nam and Thailand and much of it is farmed in 


waters with sewage run-off and the source of feed is pig feces.

If a Free Press Is the “Enemy,” 
Then Who Is Your Friend?

“(The people) have a right, an_ indisputable, 
unalienable, indefeasible, divine right, to that most 
dreaded and envied kind of knowledge, I mean, of 
the characters and conduct of their rulers.” 

- John Adams, 1765 


President Donald Trump last week called many 
media outlets “the enemy of the American people.” 
His press secretary, when given the chance to retract, 
deny, or at least clarify that statement, refused to do 
so, instead listing off times that she herself has felt 
mistreated by journalists. 


Presidents come and go. So do press secretaries. 
Ideas stick around longer. The idea of a free press, 
for example, as essential to America—protected by 
the First Amendment of our Constitution—predates 
this President by nearly 230 years. 


So when the idea that the press is the “enemy” of 
America starts to float, we ought to be concerned. 
After all, you can name two other famous leaders 
in the last century who defined their critics as 
“enemies of the people”: Soviet dictator Josef Stalin 
and Chinese dictator Mao Zedong. 


We don’t want to go down those roads, do we? 


Now, anytime someone IN the media starts talking 
ABOUT the media, critics scream bias. “What do you 
expect?” they say. “He works in the business.” They 
never say that the reason he—or she—may work in 
the business is precisely for the reasons he or she is 
defending. 


But rather than go down that rabbit hole, let us 
simply look at a world without a free press. This is 
a fantasy for our current president—and, more and 
more, some of his ardent supporters. 


OK. Let’s pretend it happened. If journalists are truly 
“the enemy” of the people, then here is what the last 
100 years or so might look like without them. 


Corruption wins with no press 


Standard Oil would never have been exposed as a 
monopoly, nor broken up by the Supreme Court in 
violation of antitrust laws. Working conditions on 
meatpacking docks might never have been made 
humane. Mental asylums could have mistreated 
patients for decades. What you know about World 
War II would be a shell of what you know now. 


Sen. Joseph McCarthy and his phony Communist 
witch hunt might have run rampant. Vietnam would 
be all rosy stories from the government. The My Lai 
massacre would never have been exposed. Same for 
Agent Orange. 


Richard Nixon would have finished his term as 
president. Watergate would be nothing more than 
a hotel. The Pentagon Papers, revealing the covert 
origins and practices in a war that killed nearly 


60,000 of our soldiers, and millions of Vietnamese, 
might never have been revealed. 


Racial discrimination in housing could have gone on 
unchecked. Safety violations in cars and airplanes 
would be unreported. Water polluted by chemical 
plants would continue to be poisoned. You might 
never know what really happened at the nuclear 
plant at Three Mile Island. 


President Bill Clinton would have not been impeached 
for his behavior with and about Monica Lewinsky. 
You wouldn’t know who Monica Lewinsky is. 


Nearly all of what you learned after the World Trade 
Center bombings, the hunt for Osama bin Laden, 
the war in Iraq, the absence of weapons of mass 
destruction, would be a fraction of what you know 
now, and Dick Cheney and Donald Rumsfeld would 
be your information sources. 


College basketball and football programs would be 
unscathed. Improper payments could be regularly 
made as long as people kept quiet. Baseball players 
could be juicing on steroids. The NFL could laugh at 
concussion accusations. 


Kwame Kilpatrick would have continued as mayor of 
Detroit. Flint, Michigan’s water could still be deadly. 
Countless cases of political corruption would be 
unreported. Bribery could go on unpunished. School 
officials, police officers, city council members—in 
short, anyone in power—could pretty much do what 
they wanted as long as they maintained secrecy, 
because who else but journalists would expose it? 


Press is flawed, but needed 


The fact is virtually all of what we know outside of 
our own homes, neighborhoods and workplaces is 
brought to us by some form of journalism. What 
would we know of cancer and cigarettes, devious 
mortgage practices or awful behavior by religious 
figures if there were no press to look into it? 


And things outside this country? How much 
information about radical terrorist attacks or 
genocides in places like Rwanda or Darfur would 
you be aware of without journalists reporting on it? 
Anything? 


Likely not. Yet in nearly all of the cases I just 
mentioned, there were parties in power who hated 
the fact that they were being reported on, who decried 
the people asking them questions, who wailed that 
they were being miscast, treated unfairly, not being 
believed. 


None of that is new. So President Trump is not new. 
And Sarah Sanders is not new. But this idea that the 
press in the enemy of America, coming from the man 
we elected our leader—that’s new. And dangerous. 
And please don’t say it’s only the fake news that’s the 
enemy (as the President later tweeted). One person’s 
fake news is another person’s gospel. 


If we stop looking at “the media” as the small 
group that covers the President’s press briefings, 
we'd recognize that the overwhelming amount of

Yes, the press sometimes gets it wrong. Yes, the 
press employs people who have their own agendas. 


All of that is true. 


But it is even more true of people in power. And as 
John Adams said, if those people are to rule us—in 
politics, in war, in business, in society—it is essential 
that we citizens always have “that most dreaded and 
envied kind of knowledge,” the knowledge of their 
conduct and character. 


If we banish the media as the enemy, who is going 
to provide it? 


Oh, that’s right. The rulers themselves. Which is 
exactly how they want it. 


You make the choice.

New LP and More

Jessie Ritter hit the area music 
scene with a splash a little over a 
year ago. The recently married singer- 
songwriter found the region through 
her now husband. And although she 
legally took his last name Toups, 
she plans to continue performing as 
Jessie Ritter. 


“Time really flies,” says Ritter. “I 
moved down here initially because my 
husband was here. He grew up down 
here, and I was like, Okay, I think it’s 
time. I’m going to the beach and see 
where this goes. And it became so 
quickly apparent that there’s so much 
music around here.” 


Without delay, Ritter landed a spot 
as the lead singer of the Village 
Door house band, performing every 
weekend at the popular Baytowne 
Wharf venue. 


“As I was here a little longer, I got to 
see all of the opportunities and find 
a way to play my own songs and do 
the more acoustic thing, so I could do 
more of my own stuff. 


“My town’s about three hours from 
Memphis, and about three hours 
from Nashville,” Ritter says of Cape 
Gerado, Missouri. “So we’re kind 
of in this whole little triangle.” That 
location worked to her advantage— 
she often performed at fairs and 
community events once the music 
bug took hold. 


“I kind of started songwriting before I 
could ever play an instrument, before 
I really knew anything about music. I 
used to just sit out in the backyard on 
the swing set and sing at the top of my 
lungs. Never did it occur to me that 
the neighbors could actually hear me, 
because I thought that our wooden 
fence was totally private. But no, the 
whole neighborhood knew that I was 
singing. 


“I’ve kind of just been making noise 
forever, and then it came time to pick 
a major in college. My whole family is 
physicians, so I seriously considered 
going to med school. But music had 
always been this passion, and I was 
like, I’m just going give it a shot. I 
loved the major, and I’ve been able to 
work since I graduated...I’m just going 
to keep doing it til it doesn’t work 


anymore. It seems to keep working, 
and I’m really happy about that.” 


Ritter’s childhood was dotted with 
musicals and competitions, along 
with words of wisdom from her mom 
to keep her focused. “(She) used to 
say, Jessie, you've got to lose a lot of 
fairs before you win a Grammy.’ That 
was like our motivational speech...we 
just went to all the little competitions 
around, and competed in them. 


“There was always some girl in a 
sparkly leotard who sang some cute 
song and could tap dance and do flips, 
and...] mean, there were some really 
good people in these little fairs, and 
here I am, singing some country song, 
so we didn’t win very many. That’s 
okay. I didn’t let it stop me.” 


Later, open mics and coffeehouses 
allowed Ritter to test out her own 
songs. “I was getting feedback for 
the first time on what I was actually 
writing, and realized that was really 
what I wanted to do,” she says. “It was 
not just being on stage and not just 
being a singer, but getting to tell these 
stories.” 


Ritter has just released a full-length 
album of original songs, Coffee Every 
Morning. But one cover did make its 
way onto the record. 


“T didn’t think I was going to put a 
cover on this album, but I have been 
singing Jolene’ for over 10 years now. 
It was one of those songs I sang in the 
little contests a long time ago before 
I was even in high school. It’s been 
with me for a really long time. So even 
though I didn’t write it, it almost feels 
like part of my catalog now. Not that I 
could ever take credit for it.” 


Ritter says her version of the Dolly 
Parton classic is darker and “really 
stripped down and edgy. So even 
though you heard the song before, I 
hope you get something different with 
this recording.” 


She hopes to put together a house 
concert tour to promote Coffee Every 
Morning, but she also her eye on 
incorporating more full-band shows 
and seeing where things naturally 
lead. 


“Whether it’s really intimate shows, 
where I’m just playing acoustic, or 


bigger stuff where we (have) a full 
band, I’m excited with whatever we 
can make happen. And really, I’ve 
found that the more you open yourself 
to opportunity wherever it can happen,

Master Frost and the Terrible, Hor 
No-Good, Very Big Challenge

Cameron Frost—The Master in pro 
wrestling circles—parts the black, 
spotlit curtains and strides in like a 
stubble-faced badass, a_ biker-gang 
enforcer. It’s on the line for Frost, 
and he doesn’t know it. The crowd 
erupts. Someone shouts, “Welcome to 
Thunderdome!” 


The spot follows Frost to a chain link 
cage where he tosses his shades and 
black jacket to the referee. As he climbs 
into the ring, the cage is secured after 
him. The 6’1”, 260-pounder bounces 
from foot to foot, shaking out his neck 
and shoulders; eyeballing the opposite 
corner for “Scarface” Waylon Barley to 
appear. Barley is head honcho of New 
Heights Wrestling, the Panhandle’s 
itinerant pro wrestling troupe. He’s a 
wrestler himself. 


Suddenly, it’s head-honcho Barley 
at the technicians’ table. Clutching a 
microphone, he launches into an epic 
narrative, bellowing about it being 
NHW’s 10th anniversary, and he’s 
outraged because his match wasn’t 
scheduled closer to the main event. 
So he refuses to wrestle Frost, and in 
a snit, shamelessly connives with a 
weasely co-conspirator to lock Frost in 
the cage with certain destruction. 


The announcer croons: 


Ladies and gentlemen, New Heights 
Wrestling is pleased to announce a 
change in the card. The following match 
will be between Master Cameron Frost..,” 
and something called Tweedle-Die. 


The spotlight turns back, and through 
the black curtains—boom-bah-bah- 
boom, for the ring—comes 600-pounder 
Tweedle-Die, a Humpty-Dumpty 
monster clown. He squeezes through 
the cage gate sideways and climbs into 
the ring like an oil tanker wenching into 
dry dock. 


The bell dings. Frost springs from his 
corner, throwing himself against the 
human mountain, but bounces back, 
landing flat on the mat. 


The struggle staggers back and forth, 
but always Tweedle-Die’s bulk repels 
Frost’s attacks. The Master’s “spine 
busters” only end up getting him belly- 
busted into the corner turnbuckles. 


“Hey, Frost’s in a lot of trouble!” the 
announcer bubbles. 


But the table turns when Tweedle-Die 
“Trish whips” Frost through the ropes. 
With Frost momentarily trapped, 
Tweedle begins to work him over. No 
doubt seeing stars, Frost digs deep, 
locks onto Tweedle with exquisite 
timing, and yanks the behemoth 
through the ropes. 


Suddenly, Tweedle-Die himself is 
crushed between rope and cage, crying 
out bitterly—“AARRR! I’m _ stuck. I 
can’t get out!”—while the crowd roars 


with bloodthirsty pleasure. 


The bell rings. Because of Tweedle- 
Die’s immolation, Frost is declared the 
winner. 


The Master makes for the cage gate. 
His suppressed annoyance at being 
obstructed erupts. Frost kicks it 
out and is headed for the exit when 
Barley’s weasel protests loudly, “No, 
no, it’s a fluke! He can’t lose for being 
stuck!” 


Frustrated by the failure of his 
scheme, Waylon Barley grabs a mike 
and, speaking as The Decider, declares 
that if Tweedle-Die is disqualified, 
Frost must finish the match against 
T-Bird—a longhaired Allman Brother 
wannabe, lean, agile and _ blonde. 
Barley makes T-Bird his assassin, 
shamelessly offering the number-one 
contender position for the heavyweight 
championship, to the winner. 


Thirty-six years ago, Cameron Frost’s 
parents, Air Force Sgt. and Mrs. 
Harris, named him Bobby. 


“My fascination with professional 
wrestling goes back to the age of four,” 
Bobby says. “We lived in Guam. I 
loved watching Wrestlemania II on TV. 
Pro wrestling is entertainment. Guess 
that makes me a starving performance 
artist... 


“Hah, I’m about as totally Florida- 
boy as any Air Force brat can be— 
graduated Rutherford High in Panama 
City... ‘Cameron Frost’ is my wrestling 
persona. I just couldn’t (picture) fans 
buying Bobby Harris t-shirts.” 


In civvies, Harris is an easygoing 
government contract cleaner who 
listens to Radiohead and Queens of 
the Stone Age and kicks back with the 
occasional Yuengling. As for food? “All 
kinds,” he laughs. “We were Air Force, 
and my mom is Thai, so if you’re not 
into weird food, you don’t eat!”

In a profession where the odds of 
breaking in are against wrestlers 
over 30, T-Bird’s gold and blue 
tresses, along with his 10- 
foot tall and bulletproof 
attitude, screams Billy 
Joe Hotshot. 


The contest becomes 
one of movement and 
agility as the two 

trade tit-for-tat body 

slams, head butts, 

and thumbs to the 
eye. At a critical point, the 
Youngblood thinks the 36-year- 
old will still be flat on the mat 
when he does a flying, forward 
gainer off the top of the cage. 


Discombobulated by the effects 
of dropping eight feet onto his 
back, T-Bird staggers upright 
and succeeds in slipping Frost’s 

winded, sweaty grip. But the end 
comes when a pie-eyed T-Bird 
climbs instinctively to the top of 
the cage again. This time Frost 
dogs him, exploiting T-Bird’s 

roosting instinct and trapping 

him on top with a submission 
hold that forces the young 
Adonis to tap out. 


The Master survives, bloody but 
unbowed. Bobby Harris calls 
it entertainment and it’s the 
biggest hoot of an apocalypse— 
good against evil—since the 
medieval morality play.

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The New Hot Spot for People 
with an Ax to Grind (or Throw)

Do you enjoy throwing darts? How about bowling? 
Well, combine the two—throwing at a circular 
target board in your own closed-in lane—and you 
have the new craze of hatchet throwing. 


The Ratchet Hatchet officially opened on May 
4 of this year in downtown Fort Walton Beach. 
Co-owners Steve Garcia and David Woodrow 
met while working at Eglin Air Force Base. Six 


months ago, Woodrow had the idea of opening a 
hatchet-throwing business and came up with the 
name The Ratchet Hatchet. They tried it out in 
Woodrow’s backyard first and then began looking 
for places to house the business. 


“We needed a place with high ceilings,” Garcia 
says. They found a location downtown where a 
business was closing and had the inside of the 
building ready in a month for their new venture. 


The Ratchet Hatchet offers a safe indoor ax 
throwing range for both competitive and casual 
ax throwing. They provide the axes (or hatchets) 
and offer tutorials for novice throwers. Plus, they 
welcome all skill levels and will do their best to 
accommodate those with special needs. 


All participants must sign a waiver before throwing. 
There are different sizes and weights of hatchets. 
The owners will then help throwers find the right 
style of hatchet and go over safety procedures. 
Rules include only one person throwing at a time 
and all throwers being finished with throwing 
before picking up the hatchets from the target. 


There are also. different throwing styles. 
Some throw one-armed and some two-armed. 
Participants can also play different games such 
as 21 (similar to darts), tic-tac-toe, and baseball. 


For those who walk into The Ratchet Hatchet, 
the cost is $35 per person for one hour and $20 
per person for an extra hour. If you book online, 
the cost is $25 per person for one hour and $20 
for an extra hour. Military and First Responders 
Appreciation Night is every Wednesday, and 
participants with a valid ID receive 20 percent off. 
Ladies Night is every Thursday, and ladies receive 
20 percent off. 


Participants can bring in beer and wine. With 
an armband from The Ratchet Hatchet, you can 
also receive discounts from some of the bars 
downtown.

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Presently, The Ratchet Hatchet has a raffle 
fundraiser going on for the students at Elliot Point 
Elementary School in Fort Walton Beach. Raffle 
tickets are $2 each and will go toward the lunch 
program at the school. The owners of The Ratchet 
Hatchet feel children should only have to worry 
about learning, not about where their next meal 
will be coming from. 


The winner of the raffle will be announced Aug. 
28, and will receive a prize of an ultimate date 
night with donated gift cards from local downtown 
businesses. 


The Ratchet Hatchet is currently in the middle of 
forming leagues for an ax throwing tournament 
taking place each Saturday in August. The entry 
fee is $100 per individual. The tournament 
winners will receive a $1,000 cash prize. Future 
plans include a “black light” night. 


The Ratchet Hatchet” is a business that appeals 
to everyone. Garcia points out that people walk by 
and say, “Is this for real?” 


The Ratchet Hatchet” is open Wednesdays and 
Thursdays from 5 PM to midnight, Fridays and 
Saturdays from 5 PM to 2 AM, and Sundays 
from noon to 10 PM.

The Book of Essie 
Knopf 


The Book of Essie is a dysfunctional family story that 
reads like a page-turning thriller. The debut novel by 
physician Meghan MacLean Weir centers around Esther 
Hicks, the youngest child star of her family’s evangelical 
reality TV show. Drama unfolds when the teenager 
becomes pregnant and the family must contend with 
what to do next. Each chapter switches in perspective 
between Essie; Roarke Richards, a schoolmate of Essie’s; 
and Liberty Bell, a former conservative child star who 
has formed a professional relationship with Essie. 


The book, somewhat unexpectedly, grapples with some 

seriously heavy themes. But the plot-driven narrative, in which the author reveals 
bits and pieces of the full picture a little at a time, compels the reader to continue in 
a way that most “heavy” novels don’t. I stayed up way too late several nights to find 
out what happened next. A good read, but not recommended for sensitive readers.

Food + Beverage > Dining with Bruce Collier 


From Wisconsin with Love... 


A place that advertises itself as 
selling “butterburgers” risks being 
lumped in with the dozens of other 
fast-food American burger joints that 
rise and fall annually. Culver’s does 
sell burgers—on buttered buns—but 
a visit inside reveals there’s more 
here than just having it your way and 
getting back on the road. 


It starts with the outside of the 
restaurant. Located on a_ busy 
stretch of (under construction) U.S. 
98, Culver’s looks like a sit-down 
kind of place, though they do have a 
well-trafficked drive-through window 
service. There’s outdoor dining, on a 
covered patio. 


Inside, there’s a _ service counter 
where diners place their orders. The 
remainder of the place offers several 
dining rooms, with two- and four-top 
tables, sleek booths with cushioned 
seats, and a nice measure of privacy. 
The walls have wood panel accents, 
with pretty pictures. Not a truck stop 
or diner. More of a family restaurant. 


The menu behind the counter covers 
nearly half the wall. Before your first 
visit, ’d suggest checking out the 
menu online, or getting a brochure- 
sized menu (near the door), grabbing 
a seat, and studying your options. 
There’s a lot to absorb. 


Reading left to right one sees frozen 
custard (specialty of the house), 
sundaes, shakes, butterburger 
variations, snack pack meals, value 
baskets, sides, beverages, dinners, 
soups, salads and kids meals, and 
a list of specials. Pints of frozen 
custard in assorted flavors are 
found in a freezer for purchase to 
go. My daughter Grace (now 7) and 
I ate lunch at Culver’s. She adores 
ice cream (frozen custard equals 
ice cream, in her world), but she 
humored my insistence that she eat 
lunch first, before dessert. 


If you grew up in Ohio (or generally in 
the Midwest) in the 1950s and ’60s, 
you might recall restaurants like 
Frisch’s Big Boy, Parkmoor, Hasty 
Tasty, and similar places. They were 
single-owned or small-chain places 
that catered to families. Looking over 
the menu at Culver’s, I recognized 
some familiar items. Aside from the 
burgers, fries, onion rings, chili and 
malts, there are sandwiches of beef 
pot roast and fried pork tenderloin, 


plus fried cheese curds, all certified 
examples of Midwestern homestyle 
cuisine (Culver’s started out in Sauk 
City, Wisconsin). 


I couldn’t get out without having 
a butterburger, so I went big and 
ordered a double cheeseburger with 
bacon, and fries (a basket meal, 
which includes a drink). Grace had 
a single burger with fries and her 
usual, chocolate milk. 


Orders are taken at the counter, and 
the food is brought out to the table. It 
was a short wait, but by the time we 
were served, the place was filling up, 
with a long line of local office workers, 
vacationers, first responders, and

a platoon of construction workers. 
Glad we got there early. 


The burgers were well made—fresh, 
hot and juicy, the buns crisply toasted 
and, yes, buttery. The fries were 
uniformly crisp and from-the-fryer hot. 
I finished all of my food. Grace kept 
her eyes on the dessert list, consuming 
only about half of her lunch. 


Other menu choices include burger 
variations, a reuben, grilled or fried 
chicken, dinner plates of fried cod or 
shrimp, pot roast and chopped steak, 
salads, and lower-calorie options. 


Dessert for me was a vanilla malt, 
while Grace chose the frozen custard 
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and Butterburgers 


flavor of the day, Mint Explosion. I 
needed a spoon for the malt, which 
had a strong, slightly nutty taste. The 
cone was loaded with pieces of Oreos 
and Andes chocolate mints. Grace is 
still talking about it. 


To go, we got a fried pork tenderloin 
sandwich, crisp and sticking out 
over the bun—it brought back Ohio 
memories of eating in my parents’ car, 
off a window tray. On a subsequent 
visit (again with Grace), I had the pot 
roast sandwich, on a bun with a thick 
layer of lean, tender beef. They gave 
me steak sauce but it really didn’t 
need a thing—except the steaming 
hot onion rings I ordered with it. 


On that same visit, Grace ordered 
a single scoop of chocolate frozen 
custard, with hot fudge, M&M’s and 
Nestle Crunch pieces. I ordered a 
vanilla sundae with caramel and 
cashew sauce. I ate all of mine (whole 
cashews, nice touch), and ended up 
eating most of Grace’s, a critical mass 
of chocolate-on-chocolate that kept 
me away from ice cream for about a 
day. 


Even if you’re a lot younger than 
me and have never gone near the 
Midwest, it’s definitely worth a visit to 
Culver’s.
